As  we  stand  looking  back,  shrunken  in  size  but  not  in  spirit,  we  realize  that 
there  is  much  that  we  haven't  done  that  we  should  have,  but  this  isn't  the  end 
of  this  journey.    Onward  we  go,  Class  of  '38,  to  new  and  better  things.
